We may hope 
that henceforward candidates for public 
boards will be chosen not for their 


political records, but for their suit- 


ability as local administrators, and that 
an effort will be made throughout the Free 
State to promote a clean, efficient and 
economical. régime, which. will pay strict 
attention to local interests and needs. 

Doubtless, the Republican Party will 
try to defeat the object ofthe Cumann 
na nGaedheal by putting forward poli- 
tical candidates for local boards; but, 
now that President Cosgrave has set the 
good example, the people may be expected 
to do their share. Everybody is sick of 
politics. The public wants its local affairs 
to be managed in a business-like way, and 
henceforth will insist that its money shal] 
be spent to the best advantage. The 
traditions of the Dublin Corporation 
never will be tevived in the Free State 
The people have become educated in & re-. 


markable fashion during the last few years, | 


Th’ Free State is now a permanent institu- 
tion, and its inhabitants must refuse to 
become involved in the tortuous quibbles 
of Mr. de Valera and his associates.
